I informed 
Hyder Cawn's man of what Mr. Briſtow had ſaid, but 
without telling him any thing of Mr. Briftow's diſpleaſure, 
or the intended change bai talked of. In return, he aſ- 
fured me his maſter had told him to inform me, he had hi- 
therto obeyed every order of Mr. Briſtow, and that he 
would be happy if Mr. Briſtow would point out the parti- 
cular inftance in which he had not: that I ſhoutd then be 
convinced of the contrary. This I related to Mr. Briſtow, 
and deſired he would accordingly. name out the particular 
Lone he had to complain of. Mr. Briſtow replied to me, 

would not have a third perſon ; that the man muſt truſt 
to him, or words to that purpoſe, © To this I anſwered, that 
He had then no occaſion to tell me his ſtories about Hyder 
Beg Cawn, and to talk to me of the ſubjects of diſpleaſure 
he pretended to receive from him, as it was no buſineſs of 
mine.

| Cawn pretended to me he could not do without the Vi- 


zier's orders or conſent, as it was a thing his Highneſs had 
ſet himſelf againſt, and contrary to the treaty he had latel 

entered into at Chunar Ghur with the Governor General. 
That, however, if he was ordered to do fo by the honour- 
able Board, he would then, at the riſque of incurring his 
Maſter's. diſpleaſure, endeavour to prevail on him to aſ- 
ſent; or, if Mr. Briſtow would give him an order to that 
purpole, ſo as he might be cleared of the blame of ſuch an 


act, that he would then do it, in expectation of being ſup- 


ported in conſequence by him and by the Board. I pro- 


miſed Hyder Beg Cawn I would ſpeak to Mr. Briſtow on 


this ſubject, but waited till Mr. Briſtow himſelf ſpoke firſt, 
which was ſoon after. I then told him, that with reſpect 
to the affair in which he ſaid Hyder Beg Cawn would not 
obey him, and for which he (Mr. Briſtow) ſaid he had or- 
ders, he had nothing more 'to do than to give him thoſe 
orders, or his own, and I would venture to aſſure him Hy- 
der Beg Cawn would obey him implicitly ; and that if it 
ſhould happen that he was not able to perſuade his maſter 
the Vizier, he hoped ſtill to do it with the affiſtance of the 
Reſident, or even the Board, if hereafter neceſſary.

fuge in his (Briſtow's) houſe, or mine, until he had ſecurity 
for his life, &c. The occaſion was ſo preſſing, that although 
Mr. Briftow had thewn me he was not pleaſed at my re- 
preſentations in behalf of Hyder Beg Cawn, I could not 
help writing him on that ſubjet; and in his anſwer, 


which appeared to me ſatisfactory with reſpect to Hyder 


Beg Cawn's ſafety, there was this paragraph: „To give a 


« hint to his ſervant that the buſineſs muſt be done; and 
cc the Vizier's objections could only be conſidered as his 
cc diftating” “. 5 

Reſpecting the Tunkaws of the Tookſawars, I cannot 
poſitively aſſert any thing; only I underitood, that during 
the conteſt relative to the appointment of a Treaſurer, 


Dewan, and Awdawlut, application. was made for ſeparate + 


Tunkaws for the Tookſawars, and that two lacks of ru- 


pees had been paid on that account either to Mr. Briſtow ' 


or Mr, Cowper's treaſurer : that the Vizier was diſpleaſed, 
and threatened that if Mr. Briſtow or Mr. Cowper paid 
thoſe Tookſawars, he ſhould no longer look on them as his 
own; and, accordingly, that any ſum paid them ſhould 
not be on his account. In conſequence, I underſtand that

6th. To this I have to anſwer, That a perſon came to 


me, on the part of Hyder Beg Cawn, to tell me that Mr. 


Briſtow had required of him an account of the expences of 
the Vizier's houſehold, kitchen, and ſtables; and that Hy- 
der Beg Cawn had given for anſwer, That he much feared 
the Vizier's diſpleaſure, if he came to know he had done 
ſuch a thing. In anſwer, I defired the above perſon to in- 
form Hyder Beg Cawn, that Mr. Briſtow had told me he 
had power from the Governor General and Council, in 
his inſtructions, in caſe Hyder Beg Cawn did not obey 
him, to turn him out of office.

& teſtified to him (Hyder Beg Cawn) his ſuſpicions of the 
c many embezzlements and robberies committed, as he 
| ec thought, in the collections and diſburſements : that, in 
| & conſequence, he would ſettle nothing, until he had full 
| ' & accounts of all diſburſements of the different troops, 
1 be the place they were ſtationed at, and the mode in which 
cc they were paid: that he (Hyder Beg Cawn) had repre- 
cc ſented, but without effect, that to copy ſuch accounts 
&« would take up a deal of time, which could not then 
cc be conveniently ſpared.” In the end, Hyder Beg Cawn 
begged of me, by his man, to. ſpeak to Mr. Briſtow, that 
he would finally determine on what was to be paid to the 
Company ; and that the Vizier and him would find means, 
if poſſible, to ſatisfy every demand, I did ſo accordingly, 
but to little purpoſe; Mr. Briſtow being too much pep: 
ſuaded that he would make many diſcoveries of miſma- 
nagement to give up his points, A few days after, I heard 
that all the Muttſuddies of the Treaſurer's offices, and the 
Muſhruffs, were attending at Mr. Cowper's from morning 
till late at night, without intermiſſion; which circumſtance 
naturally gave weight to a rumour then ſpread, that the 
Vizier and his Miniſter would no longer have an autho- 
rity in the management of their public affairs. About 
this time I had another Meſſage from Hyder Beg Cawn, 
begging of me to ſpeak to Mr. Briſtow, and inform him, 
that there was no more time to be loſt in the ſettling the 
affair of the Company's Jeydauds or Tunkaws; or, if he 
did not chuſe to do it, to take the ſmall remains of In- 
fluence he (Hyder Beg Cawn) had for that purpoſe; and, 
#9 induce Mr. Briſtow to a ſpeedy determination, he de: 
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fired me to copy a ſcheme for the repartition of the reve- 
nues, and an account of the large ſums he had (according 
to Mr. Briſtow) accumulated. Theſe papers I ſent to Mr. 
Briſtow, and mentioned to him, that, if he would not de- 
ſiſt from the demand of 140 lacks, the difference muſt 
either be borrowed, or retrenched from the uſual expences 
of the Government : that, in my opinion, no retrenchment 
could be made, but on the Moataynah's troops; and, if he 
meant ſuch retrenchments, the ſooner it was done the bet- 
ter, as in a few months more they would have received ſo 
much that the propoſed reſtraint could not anſwer any 
purpoſe, particularly as the accounts Mr. Cowper was 
taking were not, by his own account, near a concluſion, 
nor any thing like it. At firſt Mr. Briſtow ſaid he could 
not determine, unleſs he had thoſe aecounts ; but in the 
end, after Mr. Cowper had retired, who was preſent at 
firſt, he ſaid, «© he would ſettle about it, as there was no 
tt end to thoſe accounts,” | | 
8th. To this I can only ſay, that, ſoon after Mr. Briſ- 
tow's arrival at this place, it appears he had formed a ſcheme 
of eſtabliſhing a regular corps of ſepoys in lieu of the Mou- 
tenah's; and | have heard him ſay, that he had wrote, or 
would write, to the Board or Governor General on the ſub- 
ject, and for 45 egy of rejected arms, He alſo deſired 
me to make up ſome, and aſked me how many rupees fire- 
locks would coſt made here; on which I repreſented to him, 
that they would come much dearer than thoſe which might 
be purchaſed in Bengal. With regard to the diſcharging 
4000 horſe and 7000 foot, I have heard of ſuch an order 
from public report, but do not recollect any thing farther 
about it. 

gth. In anſwer to this I beg leave to repreſent, that, 
ſome time in January laſt, a man of Hyder Beg Cawn's 
came to me, to tell me that Mr. Briſtow had enjoined the 
Miniſter not to diſcloſe to any one the removal he intended 
to make of the preſent Sezawul of Furruckabad, named 
Mahommed Syed Cawn, who was to be relieved hy one 
Mahommed Bey ; and that this removal was without the 
conſent of the Nabob and his Miniſter : that it particularly 
ffected this laſt, as Mahommed Syed Cawn was a man of 
is own recommendation, and an honeſt man, on whom he 
could depend, and for whoſe good behaviour he would ven · 
ture to become ſecurity : that it was not ſo much for the 
ſake of the office itſelf, that he wiſhed Mr. Briſtow to deſiſt 
from his intended appointment, but becauſe it would reflect 
the Nabob, and take away the remains of his (Hyder 
Beg Cawn's) influence, and put him in a manner in compe- 
tition with a perſon (Iſmael Bey) who had declared himſelf 
A #yowed enemy. As Mahommed Bey was a Parton 
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friend and dependant of his, that therefore, if this intended 
appointment was to take place, every officer of Govern- 
ment would naturally conclude, that neither the Vizier or 
his Miniſter had power to fill or remove from offices, but 


that ſuch authority was lodged in Hyder Beg | Cawn's 
enemy, the friend of Mr. Briſtow above mentioned. I 


vas farther deſired very earneſtly to endeavour to prevail on 


Mr. Briſtow to poſtpone that appointment, but todo it in 
the moſt delicate manner poſſible. I ſpoke accordingly to 
Mr. Briſtow, and told him I underſtood he meant to End 
a new Sezawul to Furruckabad, one Mahommed Bey, a 
friend of Iſmael Bey, and that it was contrary to the Vi- 


- zier's and Miniſter's inclinations, for which I added many 


reaſons. On this Mr. Briſtow aſked me, whence I had 
heard ſuch a report? I anſwered him, that nothing of ſuch 
a nature could be long concealed in a place like this. He- 
then ſaid it was true he had ſuch an intention (of removing 
Mahommed Syed Cawn) but that it was at the recommen- 
dation of Hyder Beg Cawn himſelf. I replied, that I 
thought it rather extraordinary, that Hyder Beg Cawn 
ſhould remove from an office a man of his own choice, and 
whom he in a manner ſupported, to place an enemy of his. 
To this Mr. Briſtow again repeated, that it was entirely at 
the Miniſter's recommendation; that the Sezawul was re- 
moved, and Mahommed Bey appointed to ſucceed. This 
aſſertion made me inform Mr. Briſtow, that I had it in 
charge from the Miniſter to repreſent to him againſt that 
appointment, for the reaſons mentioned above, and which I 
explained _ If I remember right, Mr. Briſtow an- 
ſwered me, „It was very extraordinary ;” that he would 
ſpeak to the Miniſter, and explain that matter with him. 
The next day Mr. Briſtow ſpoke to me, and told me he 
had talked with Hyder Beg Cawn about ſending Mahom- 
med Beg to Furruckabad; and that he had returned for 
anſwer, that what Mr. Briſtow “ was doing, or would do, 
« was well done.“ On my relating this to the Miniſter, 
he acknowledged it was true, that Mr, Briſtow had put 
ſuch queſtions to him, and that he made ſuch an anſwer; 
not being able.to give him a flat denial : and beſides, he 


| had been cautioned by me to obey Mr. Briſtow, as related

—Tt not being ve 
agreeable to me to ſpeak ſo often to Mr. Briſtow on ſuch - 
ſubjeCts, and the more ſo as it appeared plainly that he was 
not pleaſed at any interpoſition, I begged the perſon ſent me 
by the Vizier, that he would requeft his maſter to emplo 
ſomebody elſe to, carry his meffages to Mr. Briſtow, as 1 
wiſhed to be excuſed. He however returned ſoon after, 
and told me his Excellency had ſaid, I had known him of 
old, and when he was a boy; that I had been his friend fo.

The next 
day, or ſoon after, a perſon from the Miniſter informed me, 
that Mr. Cowper had ſummoned the Miniſter's head banker 
to appear before him, and threatened him with his (either 
Mr. Cowper or Mr..Briſtow's) diſpleaſure, for not com- 
plying with the ſummons which was ſent him to anſwer to 
à complaint againſt him. As this affair was notorious, and 
many bankers and principal merchants of the town were 
uneaſy in conſequence, I mentioned it to Mr, Briſtow, and 
told him that ſuch acts gave great diſguſt to the people; 
and the more ſo as coming from Mr, Cowper, as properly 
nobody knew of any powers being veſted in any other per- 
ſon beſides the Reſident. Mr. Briſtow again repeated what 
he had ſaid before, that Mr. Cowper had nothing to do in 
the adaulet ; and that he had ſpoke to Mr. Cowper, who, he 
underſtood, had wrote a letter to the Miniſter's banker in 

his (Mr. Briſtow's) name, to defire him, that whenever he 
(Mr. Cowper) chofe to write in his (Mr. Briſtow's) name, 
not to ſend the letter without firſt ſhewing it to him. At 
another time, not long after, I underſtood that feveral de- 
crees, ſaid to have been given in the new adaulet, had been 
preſented to the Miniſter in order to obtain the Vizier's 
ſanction, which he had refuſed to give, not having power 
from the Vizier todo ſo. That in conſequence thoſe de- 
crees were given to a Munſhee attending om Mr. Cowper, 
with orders to carry them to the Vizier (who was then on 
a hunting party at ſome diſtance from Lucknow) in order to 
obtain his approbation. Theſe circumſtances I related to 
Mr. Briſtow, who, in his anſwer, continued to deny the 
knowledge of any adaulet, and ſaid that the Munſhee 
was gone for a few days, ow leave of abſence, to his 
home. This, I own, ſurprized me a good deal; and I 
thought it r that Mr, Briſtow ſhould 
pretend not to know a thing which was notorious to all the 
town, and which may fo eaſily be proved, if neceflary. This 
prevented me from faying any thing more to Mr. Briſtow 
on that ſubject.

Bow Buckſey yeſterday informed me, that Scindia had 
received intelligence of a very large party of pilgrims, | 
amounting to 10 or 12,000, having reached Saghur in 
their way to the Decan. He obſerved, that, having al- 
ready made ſo many applications for exemptions of duties, 
he could not think of making more, eſpecially in the pre- 
ſent inſtance, where the amount was ſuch as to render it 
an object of conſideration to x + Excellency : but he 
hoped that on this occaſion ſome fixed and certain regula- 
tions might be. laid down, ſo that the pilgrims may be 
exempted from the arbitrary exactions of the Aumil of 
Allahabad. He ſaid, that although the oppreſſions exer- 
ciſed over the pilgrims there were ſuch as had occaſioned 

great complaints, yet he had reaſon to believe that th 
were unknown to his Excellency ; who, he underſtood, 
derived hu: little benefit from this branch of his revenue, 
in compariſon of what it was capable of yielding him, 
without any burden to the pilgrims, if properly regulated.

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 


I had the honour to addreſs you on the oth of Auguſt, 
ſoliciting your explicit directions on the ſubject of Almaſs 


Ally Cawn's diſmiſſion; and I ſhall now endeavour to ſtate 


the whole of this tranſaction to you, in the cleareſt point of 
view, hoping it will appear that I have done my utmoſt in 
a buſineſs which forms a principal and important part of my 


inſtructions. 


was ſo circumſtanced as to render it utterly impoſſible 
to undertake this meaſure at the time of my arrival, when 
ſuch very conſiderable detachments were diſperſed through- 
out the country, and the troops under the command of Go- 
lonel Sir John Cumming had only reached Allahabad, The. 
inconſiderable number of two regiments could be brought 
into the field; and ] ſubmit it to your judgement, gentle. 
men, in the event of reſiſtance, whether this force was, in 
* reſpect, equal to the ſervice. | 
have alſo to obſerve, that it would have been a very 
difficult matter to have ſelected proper perſons for the charge 
of ſuch extenſive diſtrifts, eſpecially as it was impoſſible 
for me, immediately on entering upon the office, to form a 
correct judgement of the degree of confdiench due to my 
agents, or the probability of a defection in Almaſs Ally 
Cawn's naibs, or his troops. Confident as the Miniſter 
profeſſed to be on this head, Almaſs's immenſe wealth 


might poſſibly have ſecured their fidelity, while, on the 


other hand, I could with difficulty ſuppert the current diſ- 
burſements. I received charge with a heavy debt, running 


at an exorbitant intereſt, and an empty treaſury, My 


plan, then, was to keep Almaſs in office, until the conclu- 
ſion of the Fuſſullee year, when his diſmiſſion might be ef- 
feted without loſs or tumult; but the Miniſter's deter- 
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The undiſguiſed manner in which the Miniſter has ex- 
preſſed his ſentiments, furniſh me with good reaſon to ſup- _ 
ſe. that his object is to increaſe the confuſion in this un- 
happy country, and, by interrupting the Company's re- 
ſources, impute all the miſchiefs of his own ruinous'admi- 
niſtration to my interference, and endeavour to induce you 
to confirm, as a meaſure of neceſſity, his unparticipated and 
deſpotic dominion over the lives and property of the Vizier's 
ſubjects. Whatever may be his motives, I beg leave to 
mark the conttadiction in his conduct, in calling upon me 
to name aumils, when he has already made the heavieſt com- 
plaints againſt me on this head; though I never ventured 
beyond the ſtrict line of m —. in offering my opinion, 
as my inſtructions enjoin 1 ſhould, on the propriety or im- 
propriety of his nominations. Senſible of the inſidious 
view with which Hyder Beg has often ſolicited me, in the 
moſt urgent manner, to recommend people for offices, I have 
moſt cautiouſty avoided yielding to his intreaties. The 
aumils have all been appointed — his liſts; he has ſet» 
tled every account himſelf; I have confined my interfer- 
See nh to adviſing economy in the charges of collec- 
tion, &c. reduction of the dangerous power of the great 
aumils; and in inſtances that I have diſapproved of his no- 
minations, I have ſtill left it in his difcretion to appoint per- 
fons of his own ſeleftion © wi: 

The colluſion between the Miniſter' and Almaſs Ally 
Cawn is, I believe, ſufficiently proved, from the latter's re- 
maining in office in oppoſition-to my remonſtrances, and in 
contempt of your poſitive commands, expreſſed in the ho- 
nourable the Governor Generals inſtructions to me. It is 
evident, from Almaſs's continuing his accuſtomed” arrange» 
ments for the year, in making new levies, and repleniſhing 
his ſtock of military ſtores (all of which has been done by 
him) that he iz aſſured of confirmation and permanence. 
He informed me himſelf, on his raiſing a Ruſſulla of the 
Company's diſbanded troopers 5 and when I aſked an expla- 
nation from the Miniſter of the authority by which he 
acted, he firſt anſwered, it was a matter of ſurprize, and 
afterwards, that 1 might inquire: of Almaſs, refuſing to 

ive me any fatisfaftion on the fubject. I do not charge 
maſs with any crime in making theſe levies, as it is an 
eſtabliſhed cuſtom among the V izier's aumilt to raiſe and 
diſband troops at their pleaſure : but the practice of thus de- 
legating to ſubjects an uncontrolled and excluſive authority 
over the military, is of the moſt dangerous tendency: I need 
only revert to the inſtance of Almaſs Ally Cawn himſelf, 
who but laſt year withdrew with his whole army, and was 
| enabled to ſet the Vizier and the Company at defiance, to 
| treat with his Sovercign upon a footing of equality, 2

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exact his own terms, and an agreement guaranteed by 
your reprelentative's ſignature before he would deign to rer

Every action of a man in Almaſs's ſituation is intereſting 
to the Visiere government, and I have therefore watch 
his conduct minutely, when ſome time fance my ſuſpicions 
of him were awakened. He had ſpoke to me of his inten- 
tion to go to Myſan Gunge, a place ſeventeen coſs from 
Lucknow, and I underſtood he went and returned; but he 
ſet off again on the 6th September, upon which occaſion 
his Vackeel publicly declared at my houſe, that his maſter 
bad received news which gave him uneaſineſs, and gauſed 
his proceeding ſuddenly to Myſan Gunge; for which rea- 
ſons he could not appring are as * but he propoſed 
ſtaying only two or three days, and then return to Luck- 
— I —— . heard a he had cralſed the Ganges do 
Tolgram, the principal cantonment of his troops. a place 
fifteen. coſs from Canouge, on the Ae road. 1 Oye it 
my duty to tranſmit the neceſſary information to the Com- 
manding Officers, and called upon the Miniſter for an ex- 
planation, though, as uſual, he declined giving me any ſa- 
tisfaction. I have ſince underſtood, that the true cauſe of 
Almaſs Ally Cawn's journey was owing to his having quar- 
relled with the Naib of Etaya, and a ſuſpicion that he had 
applied to me for protection; to ohviate the conſequences 
of which, the Miniſter himſelf adviſed his undertaking the 
journey. It is certain the Najb did ſend me a meſſuge, ſo- 
liciting my protection and aſſiſtance in procuring him the 
farm of the Etaya province, independant of Almaſs. This 
propoſition.,may, in the event of your determining on Al- 
maſs's diſmiſſion, be improved to the Vizier's advantage: 
and it is for this reaſon, gentlemen, that I have been ſo par- 
ticular in mentioning the circumſtances, of a tranſaction

For information of Almaſs Ally Cawu's connection with 
the Chiefs at Delhi, I have the honour to refer you to the 
incloſed extract of my addreſs to the Governor General, 
dated 5th November 1782 ; but I am ſince informed, from 
a number of original letters, which I intercepted, that he 
had negociated a treaty with Mahajee Sindia, through the 
rebel Raja Cheyte Sing, by which it ſeems that the fort of 
Lahore, with a diſtriẽt around it, was to have been ceded to 
bim. From one of the letters, which is in the hand writ- 
ing of Almaſs's Moonſhy, but without a cover, which all 
the other letters have, I ſhould ſuppoſe that, after his return 
to Lucknow, he preſerved a correſpondence. with Cheyte 
Sing. This letter muſt have been written by Almaſs in 
November laſt, and the fact is corroborated by Mr. Ander- 
ſon. In Almaſs's connection with any of the native powers, 
| | prior 
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prior to his return, he has received the Vizier's pardon; 
but his continuing it afterwards is certainly criminal, and 
an indication of the retreat he has prepared for hitaſelf, 
though, at the preſent juncture, he may have no induce- 
ment to go to it. The eſtimate of the diſtricts under his 
— have the honour to incloſe, wherein his allowances 
are ſtated at the ſum of rupees 20,28,096. 5. 6. and his 
military eſtabliſhment at 14,000 infantry and cavalry, with 
forty pieces of canon, entirely independent of the Vizier's 
Control : ſo long as he can enjoy theſe advantages with 
perſonal ſecurity, I ſhould imagine he can have no adequate 
proſpect of a provifion in the ſervice of any foreign prince, 
and therefore there will be no temptation ſor him to quit 
the Vizier's dominions; but the preſent footing, upon 
which he holds his countries, is both diſtreſsful and degrad- 
ing to his Highneſs's affairs and . In the firſt place, 
he aſſumes an independent ſtile of conduct; his Naibs ac- 
knowledge their obedience due to him alone; and, in order 
to prevent infults to the V izier's authority, I have forborne 
applying for orders to him, except in the inſtances where 
the ſupplying af your traops rendered them abſolutely ne- 

» The only plea urged by the Miniſter in favour of 
Almaſs, is the punCtuality of his payments; which I rea- 
dily admit, though I give him no merit for it. It would 
be wonderful indeed, if, with an allowance of rupees 
20,28;076. S: 6. for his civil and military eſtabliſhments, 
holding the ſame diſtricts at a gradual decreaſe to Govern- 
ment, and great profit to himſelf, he did not punctually 
pay the ſmall pittance of revenue which remains. If Al- 
maſs Ally Cawn be thought a uſeful ſervant to the Vizier, 
from the great wealth ahh he poſſeſſes, I can only obſerve, 
gentlemen, the prineipal part of his property is ſecured in a 
way to render it of no benefit to the ſtate; nor will he ever 
produce it to ſupply the public emergencies, except he re-

Extract of the Honourable the Governor Ceneral's Inſtruftions 
to Mr. Fobn Briſtow, Refident at the Vizier's Court; dated 
ibe 23d of October 1782. 


' Almaſs Ally Cawn, j5th.—The means by which Almaſs 
Ally Cawn has been permitted to acquire independence 
have been long ſeen, and the effects of it foretold by every 
perſon acquainted with the ſtate of that Government, ex- 
cept thoſe immediately intereſted in it. The late Reſident 
has been his conſtant advocate; and I lately underſtood 
that, however truly, the Miniſter difclaims all concern in. 
this imprudent meaſure. It is very extraordinary that his 
defection, his retreat to the frontier, the ſubſequent nego- 
ciations which paſſed between him and the Nabob; the en- 
gagements concluded between them, which reſemble more 
a treaty between equal ſtates than a tranſaction between a 
Sovereign and his vaſſal, have all paſſed without the leaſt 
communication or report of them being made to me by the 
 Refident, or his Aſſiſtant, or the Miniſter ; and, in a letter 
which I have lately received from the Nabob, the Miniſter 
has had the preſumption to make the Nabob declare the 
whole to be falſe and without foundation, and to affirm that 
every part of his dominions erjoyed the moſt. perfect peace 
and tranquillity. Upon this ſubject the behaviour of the 
Miniſter is ſo reprehenſible, that I think it incumbent upon 
me to let him know my ſentiments of it. It will at leaſt 
ſhew him how thin the veil is by which he covers his own 
acts, and that ſuch artifices will only tend to make them the 
more criminal, from the falſehood and duplicity with which 
they are aſſociated. As for Almaſs Ally Cawn himſelf, the 
policy which has been obſerved towards him has been ſcan- 
dalouſly derogatory from the Nabob's dignity and intereſt, 
and hurtful to the reputation of our Government, fo far as 
it is connected, or the world will think it connected, with 
it. If any engagement ſhall actually ſubſiſt between them 
at the time you have charge of the Reſidency, it muſt, how- 
ever exceptionable, be faithfully obſerved. But if he has 
been guilty of any criminal offence to the Nabob his maſter, 
for which no immunity is provided in the engagement, or 
he ſhall break any one of the engagements of it, I do ſtrictiy 
enjoin you, and it muſt be your ſpecial care to endeavour, 
either by force or ſurpriſe, to ſecure his perſon, -and bring 
him to juſtice.

I have by me the 
accounts of the ſaid diſtricts, which you furniſhed from the 
Dewanny office; and there will be no uſe in cauſing thoſe 
accounts to be again given to me by the officers of the De- 
wanny. It is very true, the aumils do not tranſmit the ac- 
counts of the taxes they levy when they farm diſtricts, but

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Eranſlation of Hyder Beg Cawn's Narrative on Almaſt Ally 
Cawn's Succeſſion. 

When Almaſs Ally Cawn, after having been at Cun- 
noge, had returned to Etawa, withdrawn his Aumils from 
the ſeveral diſtricts, and written letters in a ſtyle very im- 

roper and unbecoming, as it appeared to me highly dero- 
gatory from the dignity of Government to heſitate at ſuch 
2 time, I gaye the following orders, which I thought beſt 
calculated to reſtore tranquillity to. the country : — That 
Aumils ſhould be immediately appointed on the part of 
Government ; adding, that I had received letters through 
Sheek Golaum Huſrut, &c. from Almaſs Ally Cawn's re- 
called agents, who were perfectly inſtructed in the detail of 
buſineſs, expreſſing their willingneſs to enter into the ſer- 
vice of Government; and that I had no doubt his troops 
would imitate their example. Mr. Johnſon originally ſub- 
ſcribed to the adyice; but Meer Zeen ul Abudun, a friend 
of Almaſs's, having afterwards ſtated that the fucceflion of 
Almaſs would be attributed to him, Mr. Johnſon, he for- 
bade the appointment of Aumils, and directed that every 
poſſible means ſhould be employed to conciliate Almaſs; 
and that, to jnduce him to return, all his requiſitions 
| ſhould be complied with, as otherwiſe he himſelf would be 
expoſed to all the odium and hlame: to which I replied, 
that no ſuch conſequence was to be apprehended; that we 
ſhould find it a very eaſy taſk, and in a very ſhort time, 
to take poſſeſſion of and ſettle the country, when Almafs 
would be humbled, and readily return of his own accord;

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Jobn Briſlow, Reſident at the 
' Vizier's Court, to the Honourable the Governor General 
dated the 5th November, 1782, . 


The acting Miniſter has poſitively and repeatedly diſa- 
vowed to me ever having willingly concurred in the mea- 
ſures adopted with regard to Almaſs Ally Cawn, at the 
time of his diſaffection. He aſſerts, that he conſidered 
Mr. Johnſon, when acting Reſident, as your repreſenta- 
tive, and inveſted with your authority; he of courſe ex- 
erted himſelf in ſupporting and enforcing every meaſure 
that gentleman recommended. He farther ſays, that he 
often propoſed appointing new Aumils during Almaſs's ab- 
ſence; but Mr. Johnſon: objected, though he was aſſured 
of the defection of two of the principal men amongſt the 
rebels followers ; a circumſtance he did not fail to commu- 
nicate to Mr. Johnſon. „ Pi | 7 

In my addreſs'to the Board, I mentioned that it was by 
my advice Almaſs Ally Cawn was. deprived of the farms of 
additional diſtricts, yielding a revenue of fixty lacks a 
year. Two days after my atrival I conferred with the act- 
ing Miniſter, and opened the buſineſs by the diſcuflion af 
Almaſs Ally Cawn's conduct; telling him, in very candid, 
though in polite terms, the diſſatisfaction you felt at the 
diſgrace thrown upon the Vizier's authority, and reputa- 
tion of the Englith nation; and, if he expected your ſup- 
port and protection, he muſt unite with me in the reduc- 
tion of Almaſs Ally Cawn's power. I aſked his advice 
about diſpoſſeſſing him entirely: we maturely deliberated 
upon the ſubject, but came to no poſitive determination, 
except to deprive him of every thing conſiſtent with pru- 
dence, The acting Miniſter made light of Almaſs's power, 
and only demurred at the preſent inconvenience that would 
Dis engagement was never produced in to the Reſident ;

ment. The whole kurreeſs, and great part of the rubby, 
would be loſt before new Aumils could be firmly eſtabli 
ed; and, if we ſhould fail in creating a defection of his ad- 
herents, and Almaſs reſiſt, we ſhould not be able to pro- 
cure ſupplies. The ſtate of credit at this place is well 
known to you. In times of peace it has been with great 
difficulty that the ſums required for the public ſervice have 
been raiſed. Almaſs would probably have purchaſed a con- 
fiderable body of Marattas, or other marauders : with the 
aſſiſtance of theſe, and his own troops, a total ſtop would 
have been put to the collection of the revenues; and, ha- 
ving no fund of ready caſh beforehand in the treaſury, to 
ſupport the expences of the campaign, your army could not 
have been ſupplied. ' The bad government in the other parts 
of the Vizier's dominions would then have appeared, by 
eneral inſurrections of zemindars; and we ſhould have ex- 
petienced an inſufficiency of troops in point of numbers. 
Theſe were the, principal objeCtions urged againſt entirely 
diſpoſſeſſing Almaſs, and appeared to us inſurmountable. 
It then became an object of great importance, how to give 
him confidence, and, at the ſame time, not betray the digni- 
ty and intereſt of the Vizier. We determined immediately 
to revoke the or > may for the additional countries; as 
he was not in poſſeſſion, they were not liable to the incon- 
yenience attending others. e put the matter upon the 
plea, that Almats had in his correſpondence, and verbally 
repeatedly remonſtrated againſt holding any farms, and 
therefore we could relieve him from truſts which were irk- 
ſome to him, He had the inſolence even, on receiving the 
[rags we for the additional countries, to pretend to con- 
fer a favour on Government. Almaſs had deferred dif- 
patching his naibs until I took the charge, as I informed 
the Board, becauſe he wiſhed to have the ſanction of the 
Company to his uſurpations, I left Hyder Beg to commu- 
nicate my ſentiments to him regarding the additional coun- 
tries, and bring him to vifit me, and ſettle for ſuch diſtricts 
as he was in dual charge of. Almaſs Ally Cawn, on our « 
firſt meeting, confirmed the truth of the declaration he had 
made verbally, and by letter, of his wiſh to withdraw 
himſelf from all public employments : but, under the pre- 
ſent adminiſtration, he found himſelf otherwiſe diſpoſed ; 
he now had confidence, and would readily undertake any 
charge with which the Vizier wquld honour him. He was, 
however, informed of the determination not to truſt him 
with the additional countries, He could not conceal his 
agitation at the diſappointment ; for, as he had been accuſ- 
fomed to very different language, his pride was affected by 
Fhe ghange this treatment of Rim would have in the eyes

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of the world. He, however, did not apſwer me diſrgy 
ſpectfully or improperly; whatever was determined, he 
ſaid, he woyld moſt willingly conform. I gave him the 
ſtrongeſt aſſurances, of ſupport in the line of his duty; 
and, that he might depend upon the performance of my 
promiſes, I explained my ſentiments in private; making a 
particular requeſt, that, if he entertained doubts of m 
fincerity, he would plainly tell me fo: on my part, I 
would on all occaſions adviſe and aſſiſt him in the manage - 
ment of his affairs. I urged to him the impoſſibility of the 
Vizier's ſubmitting to repeated infults to his perſon and 
authority, and that he could not expect my ſupport longer 
than he did his duty. I now grounded my hopes and 
claims of obedience from him upon the perſonal friendſhip 
which had for years ſubſiſted between us. I diſclaimed the 
reports, circulated with a view of alarming him, of trea- 
chery being intended; he might be aſſured, if the Engliſh 
ever acted againſt him, their meaſures. would be fair and 
open, Much converſation did then, and has ſince (at dif- 
ferent ineetings) paſſed between us. He poſſeſſes entire ſa- 
tisfaction, confidence, and obedience, I ſhall proceed to 
explain the reaſons which occur to me ſor his doing ſo, as 
I can hardly think, after his late conduct, he will ever be 
contented to humble himſelf again to a private ſtation. 
Almaſs Ally Cawn connected hunfelf at Delhi with 
Affranſiaub Cawn; and, when that party had farſt the pro- 


ſpect of gaining the aſcendancy, he bought two forts near 


Secundera, He font a reinforcement to aſſiſt againſt Ma- 
homed Beg Humdanny, who had ſeized upon Hinmut Be- 
hadre Jay Paal, and took an active part in the diſturbances; 
thinking, at alt events, to ſecure himſelf an aſylum, by 
holding at the ſame time the frontier provinces (Etawa and 
Corah) of the Vizier's dominions, which he ſaw he coul 
have upon his own terns, He ſtipulated for a reduction 
revenue, perſonal ſecurity, and to he releaſed frgqm the ob- 
- ligation of attending at Lucknow; all which diſgraceful 
conditions were eagerly agreed to. Thus far his affairs ſuc- 
ceeded ; but his friends at Delhi being worſted, as you 
will obſerve by Mr. Middleton's letters of the 15th and 
17th September, and Mirza Shuffer having got the better, 


he loſt all footing in that quarter. His friend, Afﬀranſaih 


Cawn, or ſomebody of the party, alſo treated him ill, by 


ſeizing about a lack and ſixty thouſand rupees of his mo- 


ney. The fluctuating ſtate of affairs at Delhi evinced ta 
him the fallacy of endeavouring at an eſtabliſhment there: 
and thus neceflity, not inclination, has, in my opinion, 
brought him back to Lucknow. The ſame neceflity has 
been the principle of my conduct towards Almaſs; but, 
ſuppoſe the Miniſter bad afſented to his entire . 
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do not ſee the perſons ready, at the preſent juncture, to 
fopply* his place. The liftreſs the Vizier has ſuffered from 
Almaſs's conduct, as well as every principle of policy, 
whatever may be his merit or former ſervices, require the 
reduction of his power. He is allowed, by the eſtimates 
ſhewa me, nineteen lacks of rupegs per annum, on ac- 
count of Mehaul charges and Mootayenna; and he has en- 
tertained three thouſand five hundred cavalry, and nine 
thouſand and fifty-three infantry, excluſive of artillery, 
and the troops he is authoriſed to entertain by Government: 
theſe are entirely appointed and commanded by himſelf. I 
have not had time to aſcertain the numbers or denomina- 
tion of any other troops he may keep of his own authority, 
He has, for a long time paſt, been collecting ammunition 
and ſtoręs, and given great attention to the fort of Coder 
Coat, which, 1 am intormed, he has rendered very ſtrong. 
Theſe particulars relative to Almaſs Ally Cawn, it is my 
duty to communicate to you; and JI am exceedingly anxi- 
ous. to receive your approbation. I propoſe temporiſing 
with Almaſs until the concluſion of the year; and when 
the crop ſhall be off the ground, and the revenue realiſed, 
1 would then recommend the removing him from all truſt. 
This will afford me the opportunity of aſcertaining more 
exactly the diſpoſitjon of his adherents. I think many 
might be brought to quit him, eſpecially when they would 
ſos themſelves ſupported by the armies under the Colonels 

organ and Sir John Cumming.: The ſucceſs of this en- 
terpriſe will depend upon the unanimity and ſec ob · 
ſeryed between the commanding officers and myſelf. I 
ſhall not acquaint them of my plan until it receives your 
approbation, and the time of executing it may be at hand. 

Almaſs Ally Cawn has, within theſe four days, through 
the Miniſter, and othey intermediate perſons, made appli 
cation to me to recommend him to the Vizier to farm Sah- 
lone, and other diſtricts, yielding. a revenue of twenty 
lacks. He alſo again expreſſed his inclination to take the 
additional countries ; and I have always returned him a po- 
ſitive, but polite, refuſal. | |

the ſupport of his dignity, for the collection of the reve- 
nues, or for preſerving the peace of the country; they 


have regulated the ſeveral departments of 'government, by 


making ſeparate and diſtin arrangements for the collec- 
tion of the revenues, the control of the houſehold expences, 
the adminiſtration of juſtice, and the command and pay- 
ment of the forces: and they are now employed in making 
the ſettlements with the farmers and officers of the revenue, 
for the year which is faſt approaching; when this: laſt work

All the arrangements have been undertaken by the Vizier 
and his Minifters at my ſuggeſtion, but they have been pro- 
ſecuted almoſt entirely without my participation the ne- 
ceſſity of them was obvious; and though the reduction of 
expences is in every ſtate an arduous and diſagreeable taſk, 
yet the Vizier and his Miniſters have proceeded in it with 
a degree of alacrity which has exceeded my expectations.

- In. the 
mean time, it is with the utmoſt concern that I inform you, 
that the effects of the extraordinary drought which has pre- 
vailed for-two years paſt, are now felt in a very ſevere de - 
gree in the upper parts of Hindoſtan. This province, al- 
though it has ſuffered leſs than thoſe which are ſituated till 
more'to the weſtward, has already felt the fatal influence of 
the general calamity, both in the loſs of its population and 
the diminution of its revenue. 5 * A. 
It will be perhaps ſufficient to inform you, that barley 
and nukoot, which form the chief articles of the ſuſtenance 
of the loweſt inhabitants of this part of India, ſell at pre- 
ſent at the rate of fifteen ſeers, though in moderate ſeaſons 
the average price of them is about a maund and a half the 
rupee; in the ſame proportion wheat, and all the other 
kinds of grain, have riſen in their price. y 
Under ſuch circumſtances, the Vizier's Miniſters. have

J have been honoured by the receipt of your letter of the 
17th current, deſiring to know whether any thing paſſed 
within my knowledge or obſervation which indicated a de- 
ſign in Ulmaſs Ally Cawn to rebel againſt his Excellency 
the Vizier, and to ſeize on the az ine at Cawnpore.

tract from others, I perceived ſo many contradictions be- 
tween the numbers ſtated by ſome of theſe, and thoſe which, 
from a compariſon of the caſualties and new purchaſes 
made, it ſhould ſeem that they ought to have ſtated, that I 
was neceſſitated to infer, that the number for which his Ex- 
cellency ſhould have credit, might be ftated agreeably to 
what was charged for, as the pay of thoſe with the detach- 
ment, in the firſt month after its departure from the Owde 
Province; and although I cannot conceive that the mili- 
tary Paymaſter General, who will have to adjuſt the ac- 
count of theſe horſes on the books of his department, will 
not effect this with the utmoſt circumſpection, a cixcum- 
ſtance which ſhould ſeem to preclude the neceffity of my 
adverting minutely to matters that may hereafter be more 
immediately within his oficial concern than mine, yet there 
are ſome circumſtances which occurred to me on an ex- 
amination of theſe returns, which it might be de-med in- 
cumbent upon me to point out to the honourable Board for 
their immediate information, theſe I ſhall now ſtate. 

5. It appears from the accounts of the Paymaſter to the 
Bombay detachment, for the month of May 1778, that 
there were 524 horſes with this detachment when it marched 
from Futty Ghur: the Paymaſter, in a letter to the mili- 
tary Paymaſter General, dated 11th May 1784, acquaints 
him that no purchaſes were made to ſupply the caſualties in 
the firſt regiment of cavalry, until the year 1782, when 
Major Hawkins, by General Goddard's order, provided 
three hundred horſes, for which, at five hundred rupees 
each, he received one lack and fifty thouſand rupees; and 
that in December 1782 the regiment was reduced by Co- 
lonel Morgan, and part of it formed into two Reffullahs 
that the remaining horſes were ſold at outcry in the camp 
at Surat to the Candahar corps, and the officers and fol- 
lowers of the army; one hundred and fifty-one of theſe 
horſes were ſold to the former, for Surat rupees 21,155, and 
fixty-fix to the latter for 9,032, and that for both of theſe 
ſums credit had been given in his account current for the

be brought to his credit on account of the horſes with- 
drawn from the temporary brigade, and ſent on ſervice with 
the late Bombay detachment, and I have directed the ac- 
countant at this ſtation to conform to it, in adjuſting the ac- 
count betwixt the honourable Company and the V 1zier for 
the preſent month. 

It appears, from a letter which I have received from the 
Nabob Vizier in anſwer to the one which I wrote to him 
by the late Reſident, of your deſire of keeping up the two 
roſſallahs of cavalry, lately returned from the Weſt of In- 


dia, at the ſtations of Cawnpore and Futtyghur, and con- 


ſequently that his approbation of the matter was neither 
aſked nor obtained; under theſe circumſtances, gentlemen, 
J feel a reluctance in propoſing to the Vizier to admit the 
charge of theſe roſſallahs in his accounts. The expence 
with which his Excellency is already charged has accumu- 
lated to ſo large a ſum, that it is only from the greateſt and 
moſt hearty exertions of his miniſters that I expect it can 
poſſibly be liquidated within the term which has been pre- 
{cri In fact the reſources of this country are inadequate 
even to the incumbranee which is now upon them—to en- 


creaſe it by charging his Excellency with the expence of 


two additional corps, which were never required or con- 
ſented to, and which we ourſelves muſt be ſenfible are not 
neceſſary for the protection of his dominions, would, in my 


opinion, be equally inconſiſtent with policy and juſtice. 


= increaſing the difficulties we may leſſen the zeal of his

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actions 2 may reduce it to a ſtate of 
poverty, and render its dependence on us a burden, inſtead 
of a ſource of relief to the Company, If this claim is to 
de made, it muſt be on the plea of conveniency to the Com- 
pany alone, and not on the grounds of any treaty, or even 
of mutual expediency, or eyen of cuſtom. And if this 
plea ſhould be admitted, what ſecurity will the Vizier poſ- 
ſeſs againſt the extenſion of ſuch uncertain claims ?—he 
may apprehend that at a future period we may find it 
equally convenient to charge him with the expence of an 
additional brigade, or of our whole military eſtabliſhment. 

I think it neceſſary to explain to you, gentlemen, that the 
method which I have directed Mr. Wombwell to adopt, in 
adjuſting the accounts bet wixt the Company and the Nabob 
Vizier, at the end of every month, is not intended to pre- 
clude any corrections which may afterwards be made by the 
Board, or the Accountant General at Calcutta; it is in-

The former circumſtances of my loſs of authority, the 
power of the Engliſh gentlemen over the aumils of my 

vernment, the derangement of my country, and the 
diſorders which, on theſe accounts, had pervaded the whole 
of my affairs, have been fully evident. No one had an 
opportunity of regulating my country, and my officers 
endured various injuries and falſe accuſations, under con- 
ſtant dread for their honour. You have now, from your 
bounty and kindneſs, reſtored to me my authority over my 
country, and, in this ſhort period of time, the eaſe and 
ſecurity of the public and the aumils, and the order which 
has taken place in my country, are fully evident ; you have 
yourſelf beheld, and from your own bounty, every one 
paſſing his time in honour, reputation, and ſatisfaction, 
each day as a feſtival, and each night as a rejoicing.

I have received your letter of the 31ſt January, inform- 
ing me, in conſequence of the depredations committed by 
the Seiks in the Rohilcund, a detachment of two regiments 
of ſepoys, under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Knud- 
ſon, was to march from your ſtation on the day following, 
for the protection of that country. : 

The plan which you have laid down for the conduct of 
Colonel Knudſon, it the protection of the Rohilcund be the 
ſole object, is not, according to my apprehenſion, ſo well 
adapted to the purpoſe, as the mode ufually purſued, of de- 
fending the Gauts on the Eaſtern fide of the Ganges. If 
Colonel Knudſon were to take poſt on that fide of the river, 
he might guard with ſmall detachments the paſſage of the 
Gauts, and repel any attempts made by the Seiks to croſs ; 
whereas, if he remain on the Weſtern fide, he muſt keep his 
detachment together, and the Seiks, by a rapid march, may 
elude his vigilance, paſs the river at a diſtance from him, 
and when they have ravaged the country, return with the 
ſame rapidity, either at the Gaut where they firſt croſſed, or 
at any other from which he is diſtant, without his being 
able to come up with them, their forces being all cavalry, 
and his only infantry, encumbered with guns. In ſhort, 
the plan I have mentioned appears to me the moſt eligible, 
inaſmuch as it is more prudent to prevent, if poſſible, the 
invaſion of an enemy, than to truſt to the contingency of 
cutting off his retreat, when about to retire with the plun- 
der of the country.

I have the honour to acquaint you, that I this day re- 
ceived a letter from Major Palmer, adviſing me, that his 
Excellency the Vizier, and his Miniſter, apprehended a 
combination to be formed betwixt Scindia and the Seiks, of 
a nature hoſtile to the Vizier; and that a requiſition will 
arrive to-morrow for the march of the whole detachment. I 
have reaſon to believe that the Seiks have been encouraged 
by Scindia to commit depredations in the Vizier's pro- 
vinces; but I am of opinion that his views extend no far- 
ther than to divert our attention from the meaſures he is 
now purfuing, to the defence of our frontiers againſt the 
incurſions of the Seiks. There appears, however, to be 
good ground to apprehend, that large bodies of Seiks are 
preparing to attack the V izier's provinces; for which rea- 
ſon I approve the meaſure of putting the whole detach- 
ment in motion and I ſhall march immediately on receipt 
of the requiſition. I ſhall diſpoſe the force — my com- 
mand ſo as moſt effectually to enſure the ſafety — peace 
of the country; and whenever any thing material occurs, I 
ſhall give you the earlieſt intelligence of it.

As there appears, however, to be good 
ground to helieve that large bodies of Seiks are meditating 
an attack upon the Vizier's provinces, I approve the mea- 
ſure of putting the detachment in motion, which ſhall be 
done immediately on my receipt of the requiſition. I ſhall 
afterwards make ſuch a diſpoſition of the force under my 
command, as, I truſt, will effectually inſure the ſafety of

In conſequence of my application to that purpoſe, to his 
Excellency the Vizier, two battalions of his ſepoys will be 
ſent hither to protect the magazine, cdntonments, and city 
of Furruckabad, in the abſence of the detachment.

Accounts are now making out of the actual charge to

The apprehenſions lately entertained by the Vizier and 
his Miniſters, from the defign of the Mahrattas, the in- 
curſion of the Seiks, and the natural conſequences of the 


eſtabliſhment of a powerful ſtate on the ruins of the Mo- 


gn] power, in the *neighbovrhood of the Vizier, leave us 
little hopes of being able for a time to re-all the Futty 
Gurr detachment, Our ſecurity, and that of the Vizier, 
reſt ultimately on our force, and not in our addreſs in ne- 
gociation; and to place that force on a footing to infure 
the peace of theſe and of the Vizier's provinces, it muſt 
be regularly paid, and kept in readineſs to ac.

_ abſolute neceflity of punctuality in his Kiſts; and while 
vou preſs that ny upon his mind, you may aſſure 
lim, that I do not with a greater force than what is abſq- 
lutely-necefſary for his own protection to remain in his do- 
minions, and that the expence of it ſhould be kept within 
the moſt economical bounds: I imagine a complete bri- 
gade in conſtaut readineſs, and well paid up, will be equal 
to this ſervice, with a few regiments of ſepoys to be kept 
for the detail of internal ſervice.

kept invariably together, and the Bazar of it ſhould be left 


not in the hands of the Vizier's ſervants, but under the 


control of the commander of our troops. This would re-

Of the debt of our Government; current, bonded, and

The requiſition being delayed 
beyond my expectation, I ordered Lieutenant-cvlonel Knud- 
ſon, with two regiments and four guns, to be in readineſs 
for immediate ſervice, and I repreſented in ſtrong terms the 
urgent neceflity of their marching : they remained in this 
ſtuation about ten days; at laſt J received the requiſition, 
and next morning the detachment marched. Shortly af- 
terwards, for the reaſons mentioned in my letter to your 
honourable Board, under date the 4th inſtant, the Vizier 
ſent me a requiſition for the march of the whole detach- 
ment: it accordingly marched immediately, except the 
18th regiment ; that regiment I had ordered to follow me 
upon the arrival of his Excellency the Vizier's battalions, 
but the latter proved ſuch an undiſciplined rabble, that I 
could not entruſt them with the protection of the maga- 
zine, hoſpital, cantonments, and all the property -of the 
officers, beſides the city of Furrockabad ; this conſidera- 
tion, joined to 'my conviction that the force now with me 
is more than equal to any thing that can be brought to op- 
poſe me, has induced me to countermand the march of the 
18th regiment from Futty Ghur. 

It muſt appear ſtrange to your honourable Board, that IT 
have tranſmitted you no account af the late incurſion of 
the Seiks. I have more than onee ſat down with an inten- 
tion of addreſſing you on the ſubject, but found myſelf 
under ſuch difficulty in what manner to treat it; for, as I 
have mentioned above, I received no information from the. 
Vizier's officers; all I had was derived from wy own hire. 
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carrahs. By my inſtructions from your honourable Board, 
I am placed entirely under his Excellency's orders; without 
a requiſition under his ſeal, I cannot march a company: in 
one inſtance. (a moſt neceſſary one) I deviated from this 
rule, by marching a ſingle company, which drew a ſevere 
attack upon me in a repreſentation to your Board. It reſted 
ſolely with his Excellency to command' the ſervices of my 
detachment towards. the protection of the upper part of the 
province of Rohilcund; and in giving my opinion, unaſk- 
ed, that the troops ought to march, di went farther than I 
was well warranted to do by the ſituation in which I am 
placed - bound to execute, but not entitled to adviſe. . The 
reſpect due to his Excellency made it improper for me to 
make any obſervations, as far as concerned him; and not 
doubting but that either he or the Miniſter would take oc- 
caſion to explain this buſineſs to your honourable Board, 
] wiſhed to leave it to them, and ſhould have contin 
ſilent but for your letter on the ſubject. 

- Before I quit this ſubject permit me to remark, that while 
the motions of the troops depend entirely on orders from 
Lucknow, theſe orders will generally arrive too late. Were 
a force to approach the frontier that I thought dangerous to 
the Vizier's Government, I certainly would not wait for 
orders from his Excellency, but, confiding in the candour 
of the Board, would march without any requiſition ;- but 
in this caſe only would I rake ſuch a ſtep. The incurſions 
of the Seiks, although very diſtreſſing to the country, are 
not of ſuch a nature as to juſtify a deviation from the rule 
laid down in my inſtructions. if it had, however, depend- 
ed on me, the troops, or at leaſt part of them, would have 
been in the field early in December, becauſe the Seiks may 
be expected, with a great degree of certainty, at the time 
the Ganges becomes fordable. If I may venture an opi- 
nion with regard to the motive that induced his Excellency 
to decline calling on me, I think it was a wiſh to convince 
your Board, and perhaps the country in general, that his 
own forces were equal to the defence of the weſtern fron- 
tier. To ſum up what I have ſaid, the Vizier and his Mi- 
niſters certainly may be the beſt judges of the 7 ra 
having recourſe to our troops in the caſe of internal diſtur- 
bances; but where a foreign enemy is concerned, their re- 
ſolves are much too flow. . Al! |

to the lateſt information received from the Accountant at 
Lucknow, | 

I muſt however obferve to the honourable Board, that upon 
attempting to form the journal entries required upon the 
honourable Company's general books of the year 1782-2, 
of the tranſactions which had in that year taken place in the 


military Paymaſter General's department, I perceived that 


the want of the accounts of the Paymaſter to the Bombay 
detachment, at the time when the laſt adjuſtment was made 
between the Naboh's account current, as ſtated by the Reſi- 
dent and Accountant at that ſtation, and the general hooks 
of the Preſidency, had led me into an error, the actual ex- 
pence of the Candahar cavalry being conſiderably more 
than I had e/fimated it at, owing to my not being officially 
adviſed of the gratuity of CRS 79,920, which had een 
paid. to the Canhadar Chief by the Nabob's desire, and win 
augmentation of CRs 3, 154 4, Which, in conformity 
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to the fame cauſe, had'been made to the ſum monthly to he 
received by them. | 

Perceiving this, I thought it incumbent upon me to ad- 
dreſs the military Paymaſter General a public letter upon 
the ſubject, on the 17th December 1784, requeſting him to 
furniſh me with n accurate and complete account of the 
ſums which ſhould be charged to the Nabob's debit, on ac- 
count of the expence of this corps. In eompliance with 
this requeſt, he tranſmitted me, about the middle of laſt 
month, an account of the payments made by the Pay- 
maſter of the Bombay detachment on this account; but as 
this did not accord with what I could not but officially 
know to be the caſe, I returned this to him, and-pointed out 
the alterations which. I conceived ſhould be made in it: 
this, I underitand, the ſickneſs of one of his native aflif- 
tants, who had charge of this alteration, has hitherto pre- 
vented him from doing: whenever it ſhall have been com- 
pleted, it will then become my duty to point out its effects 
upon the amount of the debt due from his Excellency the 
Vizier to the honourable Company; this will, however, 
not accaſion any alteration in the accompany ing, as it will 
equal what then was, and what now is, ſtated to be due 
from his Excellency on 29th February 1784, and 31ſt De- 
cember 1784.

Dear Sir, Lucknow, the 11th April 1785. 
I have the honour to tranſmit to you letters from the 
Vizier and his acting Miniſter, in explanation of ſeveral 
points upon which Raja Gobind Ram acquaints them you 
have deſired him to communicate your ſentiments. . 
His Excellency and his Miniſter feel very great concern 
that their conduct in any inſtance ſhould have appeared 


contrary to your wiſhes or expectations, with which they 


2 deſirous to comply, on every occaſion, to the 
extent of their abilities. They are perſuaded that you will 
never require from either any meaſures which you do not 
conceive to be for the honour and advantage of the V izier 
and his Ggvernment, and they truſt that you will give 
them credit for the ſame diſpoſition towards you. 
The explanations contained in their letters will, I hope, 
prove ſatisfactory to you, and ſhew that ſome. points have 
miſunderſtood, and others attended with circumſtances 
which rendered it impracticable for the Vizier to act in 
them as you might wiſh. | 
I am convinced that you are too juſt to give implicit be- 
lief to any repreſentations made to you until informed by 
inquiry from hence; and you may rely upon it that no in- 
formation, of which I may be the channel of conveyance, 
ſhall intentionally deceive you, 

The Vizier and his Minifter earneſtly hope that you wil 
not find it inconvenient . to communicate your ſentiments 
directly to themſelves upon any tranſaction which you 
may think mp explanation, as they are expoſed to ad- 
ditional uneaſineſs from the poſſibility of imperfect or ex- 
aggerated repreſentations of your diſapprobation by others.

From the Vizier —Received 21, April, 1788. 
Whatever you ſaid to Rajah Gobind Ram upon every 

int, the ſaid Rajah has fully written it to me. My 
Friend, from the beginning of the friendſhip between the 
noble Chiefs of the Company and the exalted gentlemen 
of Council, and my deceaſed father and myſelf, no defi- 
ciency ever appeared; and, after the death of my de- 
ceaſed father, I have conſtantly remained, and ſtill remain, 
employed from my heart and ſoul in preſerving this friend- 
ſhip more than' formerly; and, on the other part of the 
gentlemen alſo, the ſyſtem of -intimacy was preſerved. In 
many concerns of the diſtreſſes which from various cauſes 
had happened, the Governor General, Mr. Haſtings, after 
learning, applied himſelf to relieve my ſituation, and ſettle 
a plan by which the Company's money would properly 
be paid by my Miniſters, and the Company and all the 
Engliſh Gentlemen would receive credit. 

After his departure, you from your kindneſs were fa- 


vourable to my concerns, and preferved the plan and 


agreement which had H ſettled between him and myſelf, 
and with the greateſt frlendſhip you write to me the com- 
pleteſt confirmation; and Major Palmer, in obedience to 
your orders, gave repeated conſolat jon to me and my Mi- 
niſters. I am convinced that the good ſituation of my 
concerns will be increaſed by your favour. Conformably 


to tho agreement to pay the Company's money, which was

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ſettled between me and the late Governor Genetal, my 
Miniſters have to this time paid the Kiſts, and no devia- 
tion has happened. You may learn this from Mr. Womb- 
well; · and 1; conſidering the diſcharge of the Company's 
debt to be the moſt neceflary of all affairs, pay it from the 
receipts of the country, and the loans of bankers ; 
and I apply myſelf to nothing but the diſcharge of the 
Company's debt, and the prefervation-of your friendſhip. 
You told Raja Gobind Ram, that to this time the money 
had not been regularly paid, according-to the agreement 
which had fixed Kiſts for the Company's money. This 
order aſtoniſhes and confounds me; becauſe, from laſt year 
to this time, whatever agreement had been made for the 
payment of the Company's money, my Minifters have paid 
conformably to the Kiſts, and are in future ready to pay, 
by the bleſſing of God, according to the engagements of 
payment; but your favour and countenance is requiſite. 
This order muſt certainly have been cauſed ſolely by the 
repreſentations of intereſted perſons ;-and I from this am 
much afflicted, that, notwithſtanding the regular payment 
of the money according to the Kiſts, you ſhould give ſuch 
an order, upon the repreſentations of intereſted -perſons, 
otherwiſe ſuch orders could not have proceeded from your 
exalted mind; becauſe many days have not elapſed ſince 
you in writing gave me confidence in every point, and, 
whilſt the money was regularly paid, you would not give 
ſuch orders: at any rate, I hope from your favour the ob- 
ſervance of this rule - never to liſten to the repreſentations 
of intereſted perſons; becauſe in ſuch caſes the affairs are 
diſgraced, and the bankers and Miniſters are difpirited, 
Wich reſpect to the brigade at Futty Ghur, you ſ.y 
that you had, agreeably to my requeſt, ſent orders for it to 
— to Behur Gurn; but to this time Hyder Beg Khan 
has not advanced the money for their expences. My 
friend, my requeſt, whatever it be, is known to you. In 
all concerus, there is one word upon which J rely, that, 
whatever agreement was made between me and .

| gow My fituation is not hidden from you : why ſhould I 
or ever-trouble you, that this year I pay, from the receipts 
of the country and the loans of the bankers, for the diſ- 
charge of the Company's money which has been engaged ? 
Do you yourſelf order, from your favour and kindneſs, 
whatever may be adviſeable towards the relief of my con- 
cerns. The affairs of my country and property, and of 
the Company's Government, through frieqdſ{hip are the 
fame: ſuch matters depend upon your kindneſs. You will 
learn full particulars from the letters of Major Palmer.

” here, I have before Written in a covered manner. I now

the time of Mr. Haſtings's departure, I repreſented to him 
that 1 had no reſources = the expences of oe gentlemen. 
Mr. Haſtings having aſcertained my diſtreſſed fituation, 
told me, that after his arrival in Calcutta he would conſult 
with the Council, and remove from hence the expences of 
the gentlemen, and recall every perſon except the gentle- 
, men in office here. At this time, that all the concerns are 
dependant upon you, and you have in every point given 
eaſe to my mind, according to Mr. Haſtings's agreement, 
J hope that the expences of the gentlemen may be removed 
from me, and that you may recall every perſon reſiding 
here beyond the gentlemen in office. Although Major 
Palmer does not at this time demand any thing for the 
8 gentlemen, and I have no ability to give them any thing, 
\ yet the cuſtom of the Englith gentlemen is, when they re- 
main here, they will in the end aſk for ſomething : this is 
beſt,” that they ſhould be recalled. ' Mr. Haſtings wrote to 
me for the abolition of Captain Frith's battalion : at that 
rꝛime the diſturbances of the Seiks exiſted in the neighbour- 
hood of Berelly, and my army was ftationed at the gauts 
of the river, at thoſe places which at this ſeaſon are always 
fordable. This year many other gauts were fordable; and 
the Seiks croſſed over to plunder, which is their cuſtom. 
My army, which was already there, came upon them, and 
puniſhed them; and they, finding no ſtrength to remain, 
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kroſſed back again, and returned; but it became 

to guard all gaats, and T therefore ſtationed, for the de- 
fence of the Berelly gauts, my old battalions, which were 
fixed at K hertabad and the other Mahls ; and I ſent the bat- 
talions of Captain Frith, which were newly raiſed, for the 
ſettlement of the Mahls of Kherrabad, &c. Theſe batta- 
lions'went under the command of a commandant belonging 
to me, and no Engliſh gentlemen went there. In theſe 
four battalions, according to the rule of all my battalions, 
there are three thouſand men; and the expence of them, 
including the artillery; is 25,000 rupees in each. month. 
For a little time I thought this expence adviſeable, for the 


——_ 
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execution of two important objects, the ſettlement of the 
country, and the expulſion of the Seiks, which, by the 


bleſſing of God, have both been effected. I have now de- 
termined to diſband them, after ſatisfying them; but I 
conſider it proper to guard the gauts until Cheyte, till 
when the fords continue; after that, when the river be 
full, fo large an army will not be wanted at the gauts. In 
this caſe I requeſt your advice, that, as the army is on a 
redueed and ſaving eſtabliſhment, if you chuſe I will k 

the battalions until Cheyte; or, if you order, I will diſ- 
miſs them immediately, Captain Frith will have no con- 
dern in the battalions; commandants belonging to me will 
command them. With reſpe& to Lieutenant Polhill's bat- 
talion; which; with other gentlemen, is in attendance on 
the Prince, you ordered me to learn his Royal Highneſs's 
wiſh ; and that if he ſhould be deſirous to keep them, they 
might remain a little time with him. Upon learning his 
defire, I, conformably to your inſtructions, have conſented 
to retain the battalion a little time, but I did not ſpeak 
about retaining Lieutenant Polhill and the other gentle- 
men, nor does he continue with me in this command —I 
merely wrote to you in obedience to his Royal Highneſs's 
deſire, requeſting that Lieutenant Polhill alone might re- 
main, the approbation'or refuſal of which depends entirely 
upon your pleaſure; I have no ability to maintain the bat- 
talion with the gentlemen. I defire nothing but your ſa- 
tisfaction, and, hope that ſuch orders as relate to the friend- 
ſhip between the Company and me, and as may be your 
pleaſure, may be written in your own private letters to me 
through Major Palmer, in your letters to the Major, 
that he may, im obedience to your orders, properly explain 
them to me, and whatever _— ſettled he may firſt in ſe- 
cret inform you of it, and wards I may write to you, 
having learnt your pleaſure. In this way the ſecrets will 
be known to Your mind alone, and the advice of all the 
concerns will be given in a proper manner. For farther 
ſecurity, I trouble you again with my requeſt that you will 
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not liſten to the repreſentations of intereſted perſons, in 
reſpe& to my concerns; for in this caſe my affairs are dif. 
graced, and the bankers, from whom I have borrowed 
many lacks towards paying the kiſts to the Company, are 
alarmed, I labour from my heart and ſoul to preſerve your 
ſatisfaction, and you, from your kindneſs, ate inclined to 
maintain the plan and agreement which has taken place;

In every way I hope for advantage to my affairs from 
you ; I therefore, thinking it in my mind to be proper, I 
write to you that J am entirely ſet at eaſe by the Com- 
pany's army. The Seiks are villains with two faces, and 
always reſide in the neighbourhood of Delhi. The coun- 
try on the other ſide of the river belonging to his Majeſty's 
. khalſa, and under the late Zabelor Khan, extends to the 
gauts of the river,' in the neighbourhood of my country— 
the'Seiks often come there, This is not under my autho- 
rity, that I ſhould expel them from it; and from a long 
period of years the cafe is, that the chiefs of Delhi do not 
properly firniſh them, for the puniſhing of them is no

hen his Majeſty was 1 Delhi te Illabarabad, 
Mr. Haſtings bw hate I then told him the ſecret thoughts 
of my mind, that my country and that of the Company 
were the ſame; that I had the greateſt confidence in our 
mutual friendſhip; and that if any diſturbance ſhould hap- 
= this year from the weſtward, I had no fear or hope

which might be proper on the frontiers of my country in 
the Dooab, and ſhould appoint people from the preſence 
into theſe forts, inſtead of leaving them under the aumils 
of that province; and after, if any perſon ſhould make a 
diſturbance, they would be properly puniſhed, and a bri- 
gade of the Se troops would always remain to ex- 
pel our enemies; and in this event no perſon would dare to 
come into my country, even for plunder: Mr. Haſtings 
approved of my propoſal, and it was determined that the 
Cavnpore brigade ſhould march to turn the zemindar of 
that place, who was well ſupplied with military ſtores, 
out of thoſe two forts; and that Ilmaſs Ally Khan, alſo 
joining with his army and artillery, ſhould aſſiſt in turning 
him out. When Mr. Haſtings departed from Lucknow 
towards Calcutta, he told me that, with the conſent of the 
Council, he would fend leave for the brigade to march. 
As delays occurred in the receipt of the order for the bri- 
gade's march, in the mean time IImaſs Ally Khan ſettled the 
concerns of the zemindar of that place upon a perpetual 
aumilvaree. After a long delay, the order for the march 
of the brigade was iflued ; — this matter was delayed; and 
now alſo, if this matter ſhould be approved, let it be exe-

From your favour and kindneſs, and ſincerity of heart, 
whatever doubt had ariſen in your mind from my neglect, 
you informed Raje Gobind Ram of it: I am, for this rea- 
ſon, grateful for your kindneſs, that you have plainly de- 
clared the diſpleaſure which you had conceived towards 
me.
